Ministry of Teaching 

1. “Now it came to pass, while 
the multiutde pressed upon him 
and heard the word of God, that 
he was standing by the lake of 
Gennesaret; 2. and he saw two 
boats standing by the lake: but 
the fishermen had gone out of 
them, and were washing their 
nets. %. And he entered into one 
of the boats, which was Simon’a, 
and asked him to put out a little 
from the iand. And he sat down 
and taught the multitudes out of 
the boat.” Here it vividly pic- 
tures the eager crowds around 
Jesus. Three simple and yet mean- 
ingful lessons are to be drawn 
from these sentences: in the first 
place, the common people longed 
to hear what Jesus had to say, 
and this, in itself, indicates that 
Christ had a message which was 
recognized by the hearts of or- 
dinary men as being something 
of extreme value, something they 
must hear. In the second place, 
Jesus has a great compassion for 
those hungering to hear the truth.

as the Host. Whenever a problem 

arises, He is the One to whom 
everyone looks for solution,

Large-scale experimental work 
and adaptation of commercial

British Made Boots 


For Russian Army 


Fact follows fancy in the mat- 
ter of the Russian Army and -ite 
boots. In the last war the rumor 
flew around Britain and through- 
out the world that Russian sol- 
diers had been seen traveling 
acrosa Britain “‘with snow on 
their boots.” This winter there is 
Russian snow on 3,000,000 pairs 
of British boots. 

Part of the emergency aid- to- 
Russia program, first deliveries of 
these boots were being shipped 
within a week of the Nazi invas- 
ion. Half-a-million pairs were 
sent immediately, and by the end 
of August 1,000,000 pairs had 
been shipped or loaded. Britain 
is fulfilling the whole Russian re- 
quest for 3,000,000 pairs. 

The boots are exactly the same 
as those worn by British soldiers, 
and, although taken immediately 
from the large stocks built up in 
Great Britain, their shipment cre- 
ated no immediate shortage of 
supplies. The capacity of the in- 
dustry is sufficient to meet any 
further reasonable requirements; 
in the last war no fewer than 


112,000,000 pairs of all types of 


Service boots were made by Un- 
ited Kingdom manufacturers. Al- 
though full statistics of produc- 
tion in this war cannot be given, 
it is known that in one single 
week the industry produced 400,- 
000 pairs.

Development of an important 
new market for the farmer is in- 
dicated by the announcement that 
domestic meat fate are now being 
utilized in the production of Can- 
adian shortenings. . 

Greatly increased hog produc- 
tion of fat exports to Great Bri- 
tain might well have oreated a 
problem situation, but for the tn- 
tervention of shortening manu- 
facturers both in eastern and weat- 
6rn Canada, Coupled with the need 
to develop a new ontlet for these 
domestic fats, has been the Do- 
government's import —re- 
strictions on vegetable ofls form- 
erly used In large quantities for 
shortening. manufacture. The new 
blended shortening, as it ie called, 
combines Canada’s own meat fate 
with a proportion of vegetable 
olla to produce a product compar- 
able in every way with the old 
type of shortening made from fm- 
ported vegetable oils alone. 

Dr. H. FE. Robinson, eminent Am- 
erican nutrition research authority 
in recent consultation with the 
Dominion Government's experts on 
the fats and offs situation sald, 
“Fats are essential in the diet. 
They supply more than twice the 
energy of other foods. They can 
help Canada win the war.” 

According to Dr. Edna Guest, 
econvenor of the committee: on pub- 
lic health for the National Coun- 
cll of Women; and its represent- 
ative on the Canadian Council on 
Nutrition, “We must have animal 
fats in the diet. They are neces- 
sary for actual existence, An ade- 


quate diet is the key to Britain’s 


sed@irity. With such facta before ue 
we should search our markets to 
see that meat fats are always 
procurabdle. In the new blended 
shortening we find these very de 
sirable essentials. Such develop- 
ments as fortification of flour and 
the production of this new type of 
shortening, using meat fats as well 
as vegetable oils, deserve our 
study and serious consideration.” 

Use of the blended shortening 
entails no changes in existing 
recipes, It is used in the same 
quantities, in the same way, and 
with the same results.

We must not overlook a tower 
of strength which ie also on our 
side in the Pacific and which has 
been inflicting damage om the 
enemy in a manner rather te be 
expected from the descendants 
of those who once ruled the seas. 

Holland’s tota) fleet, when the 
country was overrun in 1940, am- 
ounted to 120 vessela of various 
categories, from battle cruisers to 
mine-layers and patrol boats. 
Practically thie entire force got 
away from the Nazis, but since 
then 14 ships have been sunk. 
As of last September, 39 Dutch 
naval units were operating in 
European waters, so that we are 
conservative in stating that more 
than 60 ships are now in The 
Netherlands East Indies service, 

And how are they doing? Well, 
the toll so far is half a Mozen 
troopships laden with Japanese 
soldiers, a blow to enemy land 
strength, never mind the ships, 
which could equal in ultimate 
atrategical and tactical value aa 
many battleships. 

These are the sons of the men 
who chased the French and the 
Spaniards out of this very Pa- 
cific;.the sons, too, ef the men 
who tailed up the Thanies and 
burned the British fleet right un- 
der the nose of all London, —~

Indian Fighters 
Outwit Japanese 


The British Broadcasting Cor 
poration told of messages from 
Singapore, praising: the “magni- 
ficent work” of Indian troops 
from the North Malayan front. 

One story received, typical of 
many, told of how three Indian 
soldiers led a Japanese eolumn 
into a disastrous trap. 

When the three Indians were 
captured by the Japanese, an in- 
terpreter told them they would 
be well rewarded if they would 
lead the troops to the rear of a 
certain British position. 

“The Indians pretended to 
agree,” the broadcast said, “and 
were marched in front of a Jap- 
anese column with tommy guns 
pressed into their backs.” 

“But instead of leading the en- 
emy behind the British lines, the 
Indians dauntlessly led them 
straight into the line of British 
eross fire, 

“Flinging themseles to the 
ground as the British troops op- 
ened fire, they miraculously  es- 
caped being killed.” 

The Japanese were either wiped 
out or fled in disorder. The In- 
dians then identified themselves 
and rejoined their unit,

Canada Will Use 
Jap Fishing Fleet 


Plans have been approved by 
the Government for putting back 
into production the 1,100 vessels 
of the British Columbia Japanese 
fishing fleet which was immo- 
bilized by .Government restric. 
tions. 

The fleet, owned by persons of 
Japanese origin, is valued at be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 
Some 980 units are impounded 
near New Westminster .and the 
remainder at Prince Rupert and 
ether Pacific ports. 

They were impounded when 
the Government ruled that fish- 
ing by those of Japanese racial 
origin would be prohibited in all 
Canadian waters, and banning 
Japanese from serving ‘on any 
fishing vessels. 

The production of the Japanese 
fiehing fleet in British Columbia 
eontributed largely to the food 
supplies of the Empire, it was 
said. This led to a Government 
decision that action must be taken 
at once to get the immobilized 
fleet back into operation while 
preserving for the Japanese own- 
ers their equity in the vessels,

Hope For Hemisphere Solidarity 
At Parley Of American Republics — 


The diplomatic spotlight is cen- 
tred on the Pan American Con- 
grees at Rio de Janeiro where the 
nations of the Weatern Hemi- 
aphere are preparing a united front 
against the Axis powers. 

One of the outstanding resolu- 
thons introduced calls for adher- 
ence to the Atlantic Charter. An- 
other stresses the set-up of joint 
efforta for the suppression through- 
out Latin America of anti-Amert- 
can or Axis fifth columnists. 

In southern Brazil there ‘are an 
eatimated 921,900 residents of Ger- 
man descent. Brazilian authorities 
claim to have driven underground 
the Nazi agents and organizations 
and to have the situation well in 
hand. It is claimed, however, that 
a German airport, complete with 
radio station, has been establish- 
ed on the northern plains of the 
Amazon, about six flying hours 
from the Panama; ‘that Axis forces 
control strategic landing fields in 
Brazil, just across from Africa; 
and that they also have built up 
stocks of aviation gasoline and oll 
at hide-outs up the Amazon River 
and at points on Brazil's eastern 
coast, 


The importance of the Panama 
Canal must he stressed, There 
are only two routes hy wiich Un- 
ited States shipping: can move 
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LIFE’S LIKE THAT 


from the east to the west coasts 
—one through the Straits of Mag- 
ellan around Cape Horn, the other 
through the Panama Canal. Al- 
though the Panama zone is one of 
the best fortified areas in the 
world, it‘is open to a suicide air 
attack from the Pacific or from 
the German air field in Brazil, 
already mentioned. 

The Falkland Islands, garrisoned 
by a small British force> guard 
the Atlantic entrance to. the 
Straits of Magellan. If Argentina 
can be persuaded to join the Am- 
erican .front she can be of aid in 
guarding this important . point. 

. Vulnerable Points 

There. ts an underlying fear in 
the country of reprisals by 
the Axis against the slender sea 
communications on which South 
America is almost dependent for 
its livelihood. Hence the import- 
ance of the proposal to use the

There were neutral nations in 
Burope when the war was young 
who felt the same and who placed 
their faith in German promises 
to protect their neutrality and 
who refused to think that their 
turn would come. In the light of 
the tragic history of what befell 
them, says the New York Times, 
and while the Conference at Rio 
de Janeiro is still in session, the 
words of Mr. Churchill on Jan. 20, 
1940, reviewing the atiuation of 
the neutral nations of Europe are 
worth recalling. He said:

But what would happen if ali 
those neutral nations I bave men- 
tiloned—and some others I have 
not mentioned—were with one 
spontaneous impulse to do their 
duty in accordance with the Cov- 
enant of the League, and were to 
stand together with the British 
and French Bmplires against ag- 
gression and wrong? Aft present 
their plight is lamentable; and it 
will become much worse. They bow 
humbly and in fear to German 
threats of . violence comforting 
themselves meanwhile with the 
thought that the Allies will win, 
that Britain and France will ob- 
gerve all the laws and conven- 
tions, and that breaches of these 
laws are only to be expected from 
the German side, Each one hopes 
that if he feeds the crocodile 
enough the crocodile will eat him 
last. All of them hope that the 
etorm will pass before their turn 
comes to be devoured, But I fear 
—j fear greatly—the storm will 
not pass. It will rage and it will 
roar ever more loudly, ever more 
widely. It will spread to the 


* south;:. it will spread to the north. 


There is no chance of:a speedy 
end, except through united action. 

The storm did not pass and there 
is no more chance now.than then 
of a speedy end, except througn 
united action. In our own hemi- 
sphere the common interest of all 
united. action.

far from old-fashioned service, 
The Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps. 


Ordnance in its time ‘has had 
several meanings. An American, 
for instance, will tell you that 
you have mis-spelled the Ameri- 
ean word for by-law — ordinance. 
In the time of Wellington and 
Nelson Ordnance was @ sort of 
general term for artillery. You 
must have seen it many a time 
yourself, something ‘like this:— 
“The brigade was supported by so 
many pieces of ordnance.” 


Actually, the American’s reac- 
tion comes close to the origin of 
the title, ““Master-Genera] of the 
Ordnance.” As far back as 1290 
a: “Keeper of the King’s Ward- 
robe” was appointed, His assist- 
ants were known as “Ordnance 
Officers’ and it was their job to 
see that the armed followers of 
the feudal barons were equipped 
according to the “ordinances” 
laid down. The elision respon- 
sible for many of our words 
through the centuries got in its 
fell work and the present spelling 
was the result, 

What has all this to do with 
department stores? 

Plenty! 

We won’t stop to trace the or- 
igin of the title, Master-Genera] 
for the Ordnance, through the cen- 
turies — what we are concerned 
with is the job of storekeeping 
and-procurement done today by 
this big department of the army 
under the direction of its ciyil- 
ian head, 

For all the military sound of 
that title it is a civilian, Victor 
Sifton, who heads’ Canada’s big-

In the Great War, 1914-1919 
Ordnance supplied the fathers of 
today’s Canadian Army with “G, 
S. Wagons” and horses. Today ft 
supplies your army ith the thour 
sands of mechanized vehicles re- 
quired to wage all-out warfare. 
To do this and do it rapidly 
has adopted the tried practices o 
modern business and adapted 
them to the special requirements 
of the times. 

Ordnance even supplies each 
soldier with & “housewife.” This 
word is sometimes pronounced— 
and maybe spelled -—— “huzzif”, 
It means, excuse me please you 
old soldiers, a folding hold-all 
fitted with needels and thread, 
pins, spare buttons. 

This homely interpretation of 
the duty of a wife’ would seem 
to indicate that the “houséwife” 
(Army issue) is of almost as long 
a.standing as the title of the boss 
of Canada’s biggest mail-order 
store—not even the Master-Gen- 
eral for the Ordnance would dare 
to invent such a term today.

Value of Milk 
In Daily Diet 


I am sure we all know that for 
proper nourishmeut each adult 
should consume one pint of milk 
a day and each child one quart. 
This milk need not be taken as a 
beverage it may be used in cook- 
ing in such dishes as soup, cus- 
tards, and other dishes. 

The world’s best authorities 
agree that you should eat every 
day the necessary amounts of 
“protective foods.” These foods 
are milk and milk products, po- 
tatoes and other vegetables, whole 
wheat grain breads and cereals, 
raw fruits and canned tomatoes, 
eggs, meat and fish, 

When there is not much money 
to- spend for food, first on the 
shopping list should be milk or 
cheese, then potatoes, and whole 
grain products (rolled oats, rolled 
wheat, and whole wheat bread.) 
Use foods in season, when the 
price is lowest. When fresh vege- 
tables are high in price, buy can- 
ned vegetables particularly toma- 
toes. Cheese may replace some 
of the milk, using one ounce of 
Canadian Cheese in place of one 
glass of milk. 

It might be wise now to take 
an inyentory of our weekly 
menus, to check up on their nu- 
tritional values. A breakfast menu 
of the quickly-snatched rolls and 


coffee type, should be erased 
from any well balanced diet. 
Start breakfast with the day's 


quota of raw fruit, vegetable, to- 
mato or orange juice; if tomato 
juice is used (it may be cheaper) 
two giasses will be necessary to 
cbtain the required amount of 
vitamins. 

The next course of your break- 
fast should be some type of cereal 
with ‘milk, cooked cereal prefer- 
ably in winter. The beverage 
should be a milk one — cocoa and 
hot chocolate are high in nutri- 
tiorial value and help prepare an 
adult as well as the child for a 
difficult day. 

A noon meal, whether luncheon 
or dinner, might start with a milk 
soup. Then there are many in- 
teresting and very simple desserts 
such as junket, custards, etc.; each 


may take care of part of the daily - 


milk requirements. The salad 
may contain cream cheese —— one 
ounce will be equivalent to one 
glass of milk. 
The following recipes contain- 
ing milk, are requests; 
Custard Pie 
Beat together 3 eggs, one-half 
cup sugar, and one quarter tea- 
spoon salt. Stir in 2 cups of 
milk. Pour into an unbaked pie 
crust, sprinkle with grated nut- 
meg, and bake ir a moderate 
oven. The custard must not boil, 
To test, when done, slip a silver 
knife into the centre, not deep 
enough to pierce the crust. If 
knife comes out clean the custard 
is cooked. If the knife is milky 
it ‘is not done, 
Southern.

This Pig Foiled 
“Big Bad Wolf” 


Scotsman Pursues Pig and 
Captures Germans and Stores 
of Food 


A tale of fantastic events in 
the Libyan desert and how a band 
of indignant Scotsmen garnered 
a fortune in food and supplies 
and captured nearly 200 German 
prisoners was told recently. 

A Scottish Black Watch see- 
geant was doing a bit of quiet 
foraging in an abandoned  Ger- 
man camp far behind the present 
fesert front when he saw and 
went after a pig. 

Barely had the chase begua 
when bullets whizzed around his 
head. He saw some Germans and 
fired back. Then out of the de- 


sert suddenly appeared a British . 


major and two captains—prison- 
ers of the Germans who broke 
away when the shooting began. 
They returned. to the British 
camp and spread the word, 


A battalion of Scotamen went 
out to mop up the outfit. They 
were shot up pretty badly recent- 
ly by just such a band of Ger- 
mans. 

This time the sergeant was ac 
companied by an armored car, 
trucks full of soldiers, machine- 
gun cars and everything neces- 
sary for an effective clean-up. 

A small band of Germans was 
discovered behind sand dunes 
along the Mediterranean shore. 
They returned a few shots and 
then began surrendering. 


Germans Bobbed Up 

Germans bobbed from behind 
other dunes until 90 had appear- 
ed, 

A roving South African jour- 
nalist surprised nine Germans hid- 
ing in a cave. They surrendered 
-—~ although he was armed only 
with a camera, 

Upwards of 200 Germans were 
captured before the roundup 
ended, 

Then the Scots stumbled upon 
a treasure trove of supplies in 
trucks, in caves, under tents and 
spread out on the ground—ey- 
erything from pistols to food and 
portable typewriters. There were 
cases of fruit in tins, and choco- 
late. 

The scope of German conquests 
was measured in part by Norwe- 
gian fish, Yugoslav sausages and 
French sauces. 

There was a surprise package 
of American tinned fods—prob- 
ably from huge stores of sup- 
plies, partly of American origin, 
which were captured in Flanders. 

What happened to the pig that 
started all of this still isn’t quite 
clear.

The Purchase of Sugar is 


Now Regulated by Law 


s A prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
A in any household is now restricted by law: to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 
weeks’ supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies are 
sufficient for more than two wecks. . . 


This step has. been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 
Canada and is an assurance to,the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 


buying of sugar. 


Ration coupons will not be used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our country has becn under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekeeper has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 
continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protects her against any 
increase in price. a 

The maintenance of the new regulation governing the purchase of sugar 
rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country must rest, upon the 
loyal support of the people. Any consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity 
stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but is also 
a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 


Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 

_ misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that they should at once Jay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 


As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it 1s 
suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to 
an amount of not more than five pounds.

COUNTY TO REDRAFT 

ROAD ESTIMATES 


Svubsidization of monies included in 
the estimates of the Hastings County 
Roads and Bridges Committee ‘or 
1942 construction of new roads by 
Ontario Government, has been can- 
celled, according to a communication 
received by county authorities from 
the Ontario Department of Highways. 

Approximately $23,000 was included 
in the 1942 estimates for this phase 
of work on the county system. 

In other years, the department 
paid subsidy amounting to fifty per 
cent. 6f all monies spent on county 
road systems. Maintenance costs for 
this year, amounting. to $73,000 will 
not be affected by the new measure. 

Cancellation of subsidy does not 
necessarily mean that all construc- 
tion work must be cancelled. Any 
plans made by the committee with 
regard to this phase of road work 
can be carried out, but the county 
must assume total costs.

In Pageant 
Nine thousand public schools in 
the province of Ontario have been 
asked to participate in a histori: 
eal musical pageant in the period 
of the forthcoming Second Cana- 
dian Victory Loan -Campaign. 
The Provincial Ministry of Edu- 


eation is interested in the pro- 
ject. The Minister himself, the 
Hon. D. MeArthur, .has~ written 


personal letters to secretaries of 
schoo] boards and boards of edu- 
cation and to every school prin- 
cipal urging that some form of 
entertainment be given in each 
school to provide a background 
for campaign speakers. 

The musical pageant “Caval- 
eade of Canada” devised by F. R. 
Fenwick, Mus., Bac. of the De- 
partment of Education is one of 
several musical plays proposed for 
general use during the period of 
the campaign: Two others-—‘Blue 
Boots” for junior grades and 
“Builders of Canada’: a musical 
play for intermediate grades, both 
written by Mary Grannan (Just 
Mary) have been suggested as 
alternative productions. 

The “Cavalcade of Canada” re- 
lates the history of Canada in 
music, song and dance. It begins 
with an opening. episode illus- 
trating in dance the manner in 
which early Indian settlers of Can- 
ada celebrated their festive occa- 
sions with song and dance. Epi- 
sode No. 2 dramatises in the form 
of French Canadian folk songs 
the life of the early French set- 
ters, the first white settlers in 
Canada, before the advent of the 
British. The coming of the British 
with the arrival in Canada of the 
famous explorers -of that day, 
Martin Frobisher, Henry Hudson 
and William Baffin is marked by 
an individual episode in an ap- 
propriate setting and expressed by 
the singing of “Come Lasses and 
Lads” and “The King’ is Still in 
London.” 
Scotsmen who have helped to 
make Canada great are paid tri- 
bute by the inclusion of a number 
dedicated to Scotland to the ac- 
companiment of the music of 
“Seote Wha Hae.”

Everyone has heard, some time 
or another, a public speaker men- 
tion ‘the various arms and ser- 
vices’’ of the Army. What does 
that mean? That's what I asked. 
I asked the A.G., the C.G.S., the 
D.M.O. and IL, and a dozen other 
high ranking officers. 

tefore we forget | suppose I'd 
better clear up those initials — 
some day, if the editor can spare 
the space, we'd better have a glos- 
sary of army terms — “A.G,” is 
Adjutant-General; “C.G.8.", Chief 
of the General Staff, and “D.M. 
OQ. and I”, Director of Military 
Operations and Intelligence. There 
are probably nicknames for these 
high appointments but at the mo- 
ment I can’t tell you what they 
are. , , 

But to get back to “arms and 
services’. Here are the distinc- 
tions. “Arms’’ are the’ branches 
of the Army that carry out the 
tactical plans of the commander. 
They include: Artillery, Engin- 
eers, Signallers, Armoured Corps 
and Infantry. “Services” look af- 
ter the arms, support and supply 
them. They are: Royal Canadian 
Ordnance Corps, Royal Canadian 
Army Service Corps;. Royal Can- 
adian rAmy Medical Corps, ete. 

Don’t think for a minute, 
though, that when you refer to 
the Services, as supporting the 
arms that you are not referring to 
fighting soldiers. In the mechan- 
ized, all-out war of today — the 
war that the individual citizen’s 
army is being so highly trained to 
fight —- every man in uniform is 
a fighting man who was trained 
first as a fighter’ before he was 
trained for or started work at his 
apecialty. 

Every officer or man in both 
Arms and Services starts his sol- 
diering by taking the regular ele- 
mentary training course. A stret- 
eher-bearer in this war is as cap- 


able of assembling a Bren gun 
from: assorted parts in the dark 
as a Medica) Officer is of carry- 
ing out a major operation by the 
light of a motoreycle headlamp. 

The same is true of Ordnance, 
Army Service Corps — every ser- 
vice. No matter what uniform. @ 
soldier in your army wears he, is 
a fighting soldier.

“Blackout Light” 


Ingenious Device 


An ingenious device known as 
a “blackout light,” .designed to 


‘give enough illumination to per- 


mit orderly movement during 
periods of emergency blackouts 
. without being visible to enemy 


airmen, has been invented by W. 
S. Cottongim, an Atlanta, Georg., 
manufacturing executive. 
Lighting engineers have been 
closely watching tests with three 
of the lights at the Atlanta Feder- 
al Penitentiary — a place where 


blackouts would present an un- 
usually difficult problem, They 
say the invention holds much 


promise for relieving conditions 
caused by enforced periods of 
darkness in industrial plants and 
homes, and as directiona! finders 
on city streets. 

In reality the “blackout light” 
is not a light at all, but a soft 
glow achieved by treating a cloth 
background with a secret self- 
iiluminating phosphorus paint and 


fitting it into a light reflector. 
This phosphorus mixture is acti- 
viated by small special electric 
bulbs. These bulbs will burn for 
more than 1,000 hours, according 
to Mr. Cottongim, while the 
background can be activated again 
and again and still retain its ef.- 
ficiency.

Daylight Saving 
English Invention 


Became Law If England ia 
1916 


Few folks know that daylight 
saving time was invented by an 
English bricklayer called William 
Willet. He passed on the idea 
to his member of parliament, whe 
later became Sir Robert Pearce. 

The bill was: first introduced 

into the house of commons before 
the last war, but a select commit- 
tee shelved the notion until 1916, 
when the unrestricted German 
submarine campaign made extra 
daylight in factories essential. 
; The bill became law on May 21, 
1916. The original scheme of the 
bricklayer had been to put the 
clock forward by four leaps of 
20 minutes each, but Sir Robert 
Pearce amended it to the extra 
full hour which we enjoy in nor 
mal times. 

Some amusing incidents o@- 
curred when the bill first became 
law. The'palace officials hired # 
man by contract whose task was 
to see that all the royal clocks 
were duly moved in October and 
the spring. : 

Several other go ahead clock- 
makers followed suit, and offered 
to do the same at a lump sum 
down, with a contract to last for 
30 years. As most of the clock-

‘A fairly large number of troops 
appear to be stationed in the

work mostly on food production, 
or do such other work as they are 
suited to.

‘The is anders have had no tea 
for 12 months. Soap, candles, and 
paraff'n are not obtainable, and 
the people mostly retire at dusk 
and rise at dawn. Butter is al- 
lowed at the rate of 2 oz a week, 
meat 5 oz., and no fats. Gas for 
cooking is allowed for only 20 
minutes or so, at two periods each 


day. 


Theie was little coal for fuel 
during last Winter, and those who 
live near the coast gather drift- 


‘wood, etc., for occasional fires. 


Many of the older people sut- 
cumb with the cold. Nearly: all 
doc.ors left before the _qecupa- 
tion. A few German doctors are 
there, but not enough to cope 
with epi emics if such occur.

Lack of enthusiasm for the war 
tingent was ordered from Jersey 
for the Russian front.

The United States Department 
of Agriculture, through radio pro- 
grams and other media, is impress- 
ing upon ruralista the practicality 
ot the emall agricultural tract 
which may be operated by the 
farmer and hia family with Ilttle 
recourse to hired help. 

* That the plan is feasible, thou- 
ands of farmers whose modest 
acres enabled them with a mint- 
mum of hardship to weather’ the 
bleak period of 1931 to 1933, can 
testify. This feat entailed no wis- 
ardry, financial or ‘otherwise. In 
most cases it meant that the farm- 
er had realized the economic ad- 
vantages of the family-size tract 


long before the Department under- . 


took to point it ont. 

For years he had followed the 
policy of not putting all his’ agrt- 
cultural eggs into one basket, He 
raised wheat, corn and oats,’ but 
in judicious quantities, maintained 
a farm flock and sold poultry and 
eggs; he raised pigs and livestock, 
Kept cows and marketed milk and 
cream, In short, years belore the 
phrase grew to its present popular- 
ity, he practised diversified farm. 
ing. Largely because of these smal 
but steady sources of revenue, h 
was able when the slump came to 


‘ meet bis tax and other obligations 


while his more “progressive” 
neighbors who, lured by high grain 
prices, had acquired land beyond 
their power to pay, saw thelr 
farms foreclosed. 

Thanks to lessons learned du 


ing the depression, the farmer i& 


regaining mach of what he had 
lost. “Chain store” agriculture, 
groups of farms owned by nom 
resident Investors and operated by 
pald labor, ie gradually becoming 
a thing of the past. 

In calling attention to the prae 
ticality of the famlly-size farm, 
the Department of Agriculture not 
only pointe out the solution of am 
agronomie problem, but guards 
against a repetition of the catas 
trophe which befell ruralists after 
the Firet World War.

Says Price Ceilings 
Have Aided Farmers 


Price ceilings have been of ma-- 


terial benefit to farmers, Profes- 
sor W. M. Drummond of Guelph 
recently told members of the 
Ontario Vegetable Growers Asso- 
ciation in annual convention. 

‘Professor Drummond, head of 
the agricultural economics de- 
partment of the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College at Guelph, said the 
price ceilings halted the tendency 
towards widening the disparity be- 
tween prices of farm products and 
those of commodities the farmer 
himself had to buy. 

During the First Great War 
only 10 per cent of the national 
income was spent. for war pur- 
poses, he added. The present fis- 
cal year would show 45 per cent 
of the national income spent for 
war. Agriculture had not been 
considered a war industry until 
recently, but was gaining rapidly 
in this respect.

THE HEALING MINISTRY OF 
JESUS 

Mark 1:35-—-3:12; Luke 4:42-44; 
5:12-39. 


PRINTED TEXT, Mark 2: 1-12. 
GOLDEN TEXT.—He had com- 
passion on them, and healed their 
sick. Matthew 14:14, 
THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time.—The Spring and early 
Summer of A.D. 28. 
Place.—For the most part, Ca- 
pernaum, though the preaching 


tour, of course, covered a great 
pat of Galilee. 
Our entire lesson will reveal 


an unceasing activity on the part 
of our Lord, and the accomplish- 


. ment of a vast amount of work, 


in a very brief space of time. The 
lesson opens with our Lord far 
out in the desert place alone, 
early in the morning, praying. 
That hard long day in Capernaum 
needed sleep to restore His physi- 
cal power but more than that it 
needed solitary prayer and con- 
verse with God. The harder our 
work, the more we needusolitude 
and prayer. 

By saying that He could not 
tarry any longer in the spot where 
He had just been ministering, but 
must go on to other cities, Jesus 
laid down a. principle which ft 
would have been wise had the 
church followed throughout all the 
centuries of its history. He wish- 
ed to preach where the message 
had never been heard; he desired 
to save those.to whom had been 
given no opportunity. for life. 

1. “And when he entered again 

into Capernaum after some days, 
it was noised that he was in the 
house, 2, And many were gath- 
ered together, so that there was 
no longer room for them, no, not 
even about the door: and he spoke 
the word unto them. 38, And they 
come, bringing unto him a man 
sick with the palsy, borne of four. 
4. And when they could not 
come nigh unto him for the 
orowd, they uncovered the roof 
where he was: and when they 
had broken it up, they let down 
the bed whereon the sick of the 
palsy lay.” To understand the 
acene, it is necessary to remem- 
ber that the house was most like- 
ly.a fisherman's cottage, low and 
flat-roofed. The roofs were made 
by laying first large beams, and 
then across them rude joists. On 
them were laid flat stones or 
slabs of tile or dried clay, on 
which was spread earth or gravel 
rolled hard. The men first dug 
through the earth and then pulled 
up the tile slabs thus easily mak- 
ing an opening. The roof is only 
a few feet high, and by stooping 
down and holding the corner of 
the bed (merely a thickly-padded 
quilt) they could readily let down 
the sick man. 
5. “And Jesus seeng their faith 
gaith unto the sick of the palsy, 
son, thy sins are forgiven.” Jesus 
recognized the faith both of the 
man and of his friends. No re- 
quest had been made but Jesus 
read the heart; he saw the yearn- 
ing of the sufferer for healing, 
not only of his body but of his 
soul; he recognized the sorrow 
for the sin which had produced 
the sickness, and the anguish of 
remorse; and at once he:spoke the 
word of pardon and of peace.

ABOUT DOGS 

That old fable that dogs pant 
because they cannot sweat has 
been “shattered” by diacovery of 
sweat glands in their skins, says 
the editor of The Lancet, British 
medical journal. 

J. G. Speed, an Edinburgh re- 
searcher, has found sweat glands 
im the skin of the lips, head, back, 
thorax, shoulders, thighs and pads 
of the feet, a finding previously 
reported by numerous other inves- 
tigators but apparently not gen- 
erally known. 

Nevertheless, the dog does 
pant, comments The Lancet edi- 
tor, adding that it would be in- 
teresting to know how effective 
the skin sweating is and whether 
all breeds of dogs are equipped 
with sweat glands in thelr skin. 

Absence of visible moisture on 
the skin may be due to efficient 
evaporation while the probability 
ef water vapor enmeshed im the 
hairs suggesta the reverse, The 
Lancet editor states.

WINTER CONVOY 


By Lieut. E. H. Bartlett, R.C.N.V.R. 


The fleet was at sea. 

Behind ua were the days when 
Naval Control Bervice officers had 
sent out coded signals, moving our 
ships from berth to berth and port 
to port until the moment arrived 
when the ships were assembled, 
ready for their sailing into the 
war areas. Behind us, too, wae the 
eonvoy conference, in which our 
eommodores and our captains had 
discussed their final strategies in 
readiness to face the enemy. 


Now the fleet was at sea. 


From the grey shore line we 
had left behind, to the far horizon 
te which we were steaming, ships 
ploughed their solemn way through 
the waves. We were proceeding 
im “line ashead,” for this was a 
mammoth argosy, numbering its 
ships in scores and waiting until 
well clear of shore before forming 
eruising disposition for the night. 

“Line ahead” and “cruising dis- 
position” — good naval terme 
these, but it wae not a battle fleet 


_ te which they were being applied. 


Our fleet was one of merchant 
ehipe, peace time carriers of cargo 
who today were getting out t 
run the gauntlet of torpedoes and 
ghelle and bombs from enemy 
raiders of sea and sky. 

@o, since the firat days of war, 
merchant ship convoys have been 
leaving Canadian ports. In their 
deepladen hulle the shipe have 
oarried the food supplies, the sin- 
ewe of war, the vital necessities, 
across the ocean to the Island 


Fortress which i Britain. 

Secretly, for in secrecy lies safe- 
ty, thousands of ships bearing 
millions of tons of cargo have left 
Canada. 

Our convoy was typical. 

Purposeful Precision 

One might the port was filled 
with merchant ships, riding lazily 
to their anchors in the peace of a 
sheltered harbour. The next day 
saw a harbour empty. Clanking 
windlasses had raised the anchors, 
churning propellerae were driving 
the fleet on ite way across the 
sea. . 

From the bridge of one of the 
fleet's Royal Canadian Navy's war- 
ship escorta I had seen the sailing 
of the fleet — and had marvelled 
at the purposeful precision with 
which it had been accomplished. 

In the grey of an Atlantic morn- 
ing we started to slip through the 
opened submarine gates which 
guarded the port.

ing “line ahead.” 

“We will pase through the gates 
at so-many minute intervals” the 
night-before orders had continued 
(and the intervals were marvel- 
lously small.) 

At the exact stated interval after 
the commodore'’s ship had shown 
her stern to the men on duty in 
the gateships, the second ship of 
his fleet was thrusting her bow 
in his wake. 

These were not ships of war, 
mark you, practised in fleet man- 
oeuvres and evolutions, These 
were portly cargo carriers, their 
dejp-laden hulls thrusting sullenly 
through the water which their sis- 


ters in the fighting service knifed 
cleanly, 

Sullen or keen, however, they 
kept thelr station and the fleet 


put to séa on schedule 
Pattern of Protection 

Ahead of if, sturdy minesweepers 
had assured a channel free of 
possible danger from the floating 
deaths which the enemy lets loose 
upon the- waters. Around them, 
Canadian naval escort craft circled 
in ceaseless, vigilant guard against 
submarine attack. Overhead, alir- 
craft forméd their share of: the 
protecting screen which is given a 
fleet at sea. 

Our sea-most ships were rising 
and falling to the Atlantic swell 
long before the harbour behind us 
was emptied of our sisters. Up and 
down the long line of merchant 
ships the escort vessels steamed 
in steady patrol, weaving their 
ceaseless pattern of protection 
which would not be relaxed until 
the convoy was safely in the var- 
fous harbours to which it was 
bound. 

Slowly, so slowly as to be al- 
most imperceptible, the line of 
ships commenced to ‘alter form- 
ation. From the commodore’s ship, 
at the head of the line, signal 
flags had whipped out. Veteran of 
many crossings, wise in the ways 
of a fleet at sea, the commodore 
was ordering his charges into 
shorter, more’ easily guarded .col- 
umne. His vice and rear com- 
modores, working to plans well 
prepared beforehand, were taking 
over their own divisions of mer- 
ghantmen, manoeuvering them as 
skillfully and as eteadily as, in 
other days (when they wore their 
flags in ships of the fighting 
force) they had manoeuvred ships 
of war. 

The fleet came into station, The 
ene long column split into several 
shorter ones and the size of the 
flest became apparent. 
and starboard, ahead and astern, 
were ehips steadily steaming on- 
ward. These were the ships that 
Hitler boasted he was going to 
aweep from the seas! And there 
were from but one port! 

Suppiles Go Through 

We ploughed on through seas 
growing steadily higher, and into 
a wind which brought biting cold 
with it. On our bridge, and in the 
@iasyingly swaying crow's nest on 
our mast, keen-eyed seamen kept 
¢onstant watch over the waters. 
On the bridges of the ships of our 
fleet, their fellows were sharing 
the vigil. At ear-phones in the 
ships of war highly trained opera- 
tors were listening incessantly for 
the warnings their submarine de- 
tectors might bring. 

The fleet was at sea... a fleet 
in which merchantmen as well as 
ships of war maintained battle 
atations, 

The cold became more apparent 
with the coming of night. In the 
gathering dusk we lost sight of the 


farther ghips ... of the high- 
funnelled Greek and the newly- 
painted Norwegian; of the slab- 
sided tanker with her tattered Red 
Ensign and the useful looking 
Dutchman whose captain Was 60 
proud that he had savea his ship 
from the Germans so that he could 
carry on his country’s war at gfa. 
They are iaternational fleets sail- 
ing under the protection of the 
White Ensign these days, with all 
the flage of all the Free peoples 
represented among them 

Steadily the darkness blotted out 
the ships. There were no lights 
to give u iway to the enemy, and 
keeping station called for anxious 
watch and constant alertness, The

A Weekly Column About This and That in The Canadian Army 


it's rather a strange thing that 
& country whose citizens are able 
aud willing to spend -60 cents of 
every dollar they receive on the 
war effort, should know so little 
about their Army—the biggest. sin- 
gle item in their 60 cents worth, 

That sounds like a sweeping 
assertion. It is a sweeping asser- 
thon, and perhaps, like most gen- 
@ralizations, slightly unfair. it 
l@ occasioned by a couple of news- 
paper clippings which show that 
Canadian newspapermen are woe- 
fully ignorant of Army terms, 
(They should read this column), 
Perhaps it is elevating the fourth 
estate too highly to judge a coun- 
try by its newspapermen, so an 
apology May be in order. 

The whole thing grows out of 
two abbreviations—"K.P.” and 
“A. W. 0. L.” Both these terms are 
used a little too frequently in Can- 
adian newspaper columns to please 
oki soldiers—this old soldier any- 
way, for neither of them apply to 
the soldiers of the King. 

“K.P.” is the abbreviation for 
a term current in the United Army 
o~—"“Kitehen Police’—it does not 
Mean sentries placed on guard 
duty to protect currants and other 
delicacies from predatory fingers 
~~{it juet means men who have been 
detailed to assist in the non-tech- 
mical work in the kitchen. 


A tour of duty on “Kitchen 
Police” is sometimes ordered as a 
mild punishment. But the fact 
that a man is detailed for a job 
im the kitchen does not always 
Mean that he has transgressed any 
Army regulations, 

In the Individual Citizen's Army 
ef Canada, work in the kitchen is 
one of the regular “fatigues” for 
which all private soldiers are Mable 
to be detailed in the ordinary 
course of events and, since a kit- 
ghen in your Army is invariably 
known as a “cook-house,” this duty 


should properly be referred to by 
newspaper writers and others aa 
“cook-house fatigue.” 

(As one who had his share of 
cook-house fatigue a quarter of @ 
century ago, it is probably unfair 
of me to point out-—-lest some Com- 
manding Officer chance to look at 
this—-that nine times out of ten 
it is a very welcdme duty. There 
are such things as extra pieces of 
pie, apples that can be snitched, 
and other delicacies unofficially 
available to the amateur cook. 
house staff, which makes the whole 


proceeding rather useless aa & 
punishment, even of the mildest 
variety.) 


Jhe other abbreviation 1 com- 
plain of in Canadian papers il 
“A.W.O.L.,”"” again a U.S. Army 
term, meaning “absent without of- 
ficial leave.” If the United Statea 
Army cares to indulge in such re 
dundancy it is all right with me, 
but as an ex-soldier of an Army 
in which leave is referred to pure- 
ly and simply as “leave,” I feel 
that Canadian newspapermen 
should stick to the Army abbrevi- 
ation of “A.W.L.,” which means 
obviously “absent without leave,” 
If a man has leave in your Army 
it has been granted by higher au- 
thority. Obviously _then it does 
not need to be called “official 
leave,” there being no such thing 
as an unofficial variety, 

All the foregoing may seem to 
be trivial. Actually it isn’t. The 
Individual Citizen’s Army ie not 
only the greatest investment ever 
made by the Canadian taxpayer, 
it ig an-invyestment which spelle to 
him or her the difference between 
freedom and oppression, between 
life and death. So like good in- 
vestors, It behooves us to know 
everything we can about the enter- 
prise in which we should all be 
investing our money, our work, our 
brains and everything that we 
have,

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A Weekly Column About This and That in The Canadian Army 


Last week the only reference 
made in this column to Army 
slang had a slight note of acidity. 
This week as Ed. Wynn used to 
aay “The programme is going to 
be different.” For once the re- 
aurrection of Army slang from 
the dim mists of a peaceful past 
ties up very directly with a piece 
of news full of interest for the 
members of the Individual Citi- 
zen’a Army and their army of 
relatives and friends, , 


The term is “Square-pushing”’ 
and the news the promised issue 
of a “walking out dress” to all 
Canadian “other ranks,” Per- 
haps I should clarify “other 
ranks.”” This term means al] sol- 
diers other than commissioned 
officere. It saves paper, which 
is a commendable war time econ- 
omy, and it saves breath, a wise 
thing to do at any time. Were 
this term not available, it would 
be necessary to speak of “officers, 
warrant officers, non-commission- 
ed officers and men.” So the 
two-word substitution is an econ- 
omy, ~ 

The relationship between the 
story of the new uniform and the 
slang term “Square-pushing” is 
very close. In the piping times of 
peace —— and I admit there are 
those who never associate bag- 
pipes ‘with peace—the soldier was 
issued with two uniforms, one in 
which to train and fight; and the 
other, frequently variations of 
escarlet and blue or the dark 
green of rifle regiments, for walk- 
ing out after the day’s training 
was over. This ‘‘walking out” 
uniform in barracks was known 
as the “square-pushing” uniform, 
and although today's young sol- 
dier is perhaps not familiar with 
“square-pushing rig’ as a collo- 
quial definition the term does not 
apply to him because by the 
middle of March he will. be the 
proud possessor of—to reveri to 
the piping times of peace again— 
what we used to call a “best suit.” 

This new uniform, a picture of 
which appeared in this paper two 
or three weeks ago, consists of a 
smartly cut jacket and slacks, 
black low. shoes of a lighter 


weight than the issued “ammuni-— 
tion boots’ worn with battle 


dress, collars and tie and rain- 
coat. Im general appearance, al- 
though it is cut of the same weight 
of serge as were our jackets in 
the last war, it very closely re- 
sembles the jacket worn by offi- 
¢ers even to the brass-buckled 
cloth belt. The breast pockets 
have the regulation Army pleat 
in them and there are patch pock- 
eta in the sides. This uniform, 
with which the “off parade” sol-

dier is permitted to carry a 
“swagger stick” therefore  be- 
comes the modern equivalent of 
a square-pushing uniform. 

With the aid of a copy of 
“Songs and slang of the British 
soldier—-1914-1918"’ which is 
the personal property of a mem. 
ber of the staff of the Historical 
Section of the Army in Ottawa, | 
have been able to locate several 
definitions of ‘“square-pushing.” 
The term is first recoraed in the 
1880's as beifig current in garri- 
son artillery units and its orgiin 
is thought to be derived from the 
fact that soldiers were frequently 


seen escorting nursemaids as they, 


pushed their perambulators around 
the “squares,” then a frequent 
feature of town-planting. Later 
the term ‘“square-pushing,” ac- 
cording to the authority, was ap- 
plied to a soldier going out in the 
evening “to court a particular girl 
or ‘perhaps to find one.” In 
1914-18 this piece of Army slang 
was revived again to apply par- 
ticularly to boots and, since mem- 
bers of the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force were amongst the best 


‘ paid allied soldiers, it is quite 


likely that they were the principal 
purchasers of civilian boots to 
wear with their uniforms when off 
parade and attending social ev- 


‘ents, ie., “square-pushing.” 


All of this becomes very apt 
once sgain as the new issue. of 
“walking out dress’ includes -—~ 
something unheard of prior to 
A.D, 1941 —- to use the Ordnance 
term, ‘“‘shoes black, low, leather, 
pairs one.’

Every Advertisement Direct 
Testimony To Faith In The 
Future 

London, where food and cloth- 
ing are rationed and the shoppers 
are “less than 20 minutes’ from 
the enemy, is still carrying on its 
newspaper advertising. 

Lord & Thomas, New York ad- 
vertising firm, recently issued a 
study prepared by its London 
branch on British business and 
advertising in the third year ot 
war, said: 

“Woven deep into the ways of 
democracy is advertising: A 
bridge between the freedom of 
pepole--to huy and the freedom 
of people to sell. No Nazi bomb- 
ing has been able to destroy that 
bridge in Britain. 

“Every advertisement appearing 
there today is a flag of defiance; 
ja direct testimony to someone’s 
faith in the future; is someone's 
toast to victory.” 

Papers Cut Down 

Since the Nazi invasion. of 
Scandinavia whence Britain ob- 
tained the bulk of its paper pulp, 
British newspapers have been re- 
duced to four-page issues’ and no 
large posters are available, 

Because of this the demand for 
advertising space in Britain far 
exceeds the supply but items ad- 
vertised there include: Soap, ra- 
dios, dog food, chocolate, shoes, 
tooth paste, cider, vaseline, beer, 
fur coats, clothing. 

The British Government is the 
largest single advertiser in the 
newspapers, placing 17 per cent 
of all advertisements published 
and even on such a major news 
announcement as the clothes ra- 
tioning order, used paid adver. 
tising space. 

Lord and Thomas said govern- 
ment advertising has had this ef- 
fect: 

“The public is developing 
stronger than ever habits of 


-gtudying advertising columns for 
ying ¥ 


instructions and: advice... of 
utmost importance in their lives, 
The effect of this, on the future 
of advertising, is incalculable.” 
The firm concluded from its 
atudy prepared as the United 
States plunged into the war. 
“Drastic changes in our life 
and business are surely ahead of 
us. But this (study) will serve 
ite purpose if it shows one thing. 
That not war -—- only defeat — 
destroys the ways of democracy, 


‘the spirit, humor and enterprise 


of a free people.” ! 

British advertising, Lord and 
Thomas said, protects the adver- 
tisers’ investment in trade names, 
keeps contact with the changing 
habits of the public and the. new 
markets growing up in the war, 
and “fulfilig its responsibility of 
maintaining the freedom of the 
press by non-government support” 
besides upholding public morale. 

The firm said one of the 
strongest supports of Sritish 
morale has been the “stubborn” 
resistance’ of the retail disrup- 
tions while “buying and. selling 
keep making the. best of it,” 

Since Jan. 1, 1942, no new 
shops may open .a new retail 
business. Any opened since Oct. 
28, 1941, had to be granted a 
government license after proving 
their services were needed,

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Ancient Windmills 
Working For War 


Many historic buildings, saved 
from destruction and restored by 
the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buldings, are now being-~ 
utilized in Britain’s war effort. 
Chief among them are the wind- 
mills which are making an {mport- 
ant contribution to the nation’s 
food supply. 

At the outbreak of war, the So- 
clety put its resources at the dis- 
poaal of the State. The Windmill 
Section was called in to help when 
the fovernment ordered a survey 
of country mills with a view to 
calling them into service in the 
event of damage to the large In- 
dustrial milling plants, 

When the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture appealed to farmers to grow 
more wheat, oats, and barley, the 
Windmill Section decided to con- 
contrate on keeping working mills 
in good condition as such, rather 
than on maintaining them solely as 
pleasing features in the landscape. 

A scheme which enabled the far- 
mer to get his corn ground at his 
vory door was in line with the 
government policy of fostering 
widely distributed food-producing

The country miller, however, 
striving to maintain an old-world 
business {n a modern industrial 
world, is, if many cases, living 
from hand to mouth. The question 
of repairs to the mill is often a 
serious problem and it js here that 
financial help is given by Wind- 
mill Section of the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Bulldings. 

Though many millers are skillful 
in doing small repairs, it sometimes 
happens that a structural weak- 
nes passes unnoticed until it be- 
comes serlous. <A mill kept in 
working condition may last for cen- 
turfes, but if {ts activities are ar- 
rested, for however short a period, 
it Is well on the way to destruo- 
tion, The Windmill Section gives 
a technical report free of charge, 
and when necessary, pays the ex- 
penses of a visiting millwright.

These words showed the people 
our Lord’s great compassion for 
them in their need and gave them 
a sure hope of a day to come 
when all. life’s needs would be 
abundantly met. “Blessed are ye 
that weep now: for ye shall 
laugh.” Again Jesus shows his 
compassion for men in_ their 
troubles, and declares that a time 
will come when there will never 
be any more weeping, when every- 
thing will be right, when sorrow, 
and all its causes, will disappear.

Q. How can I mend a kitchen 
‘knife or fork that has come looge 
fm the handle? 

A. Fill the opening in the 
handle with powdered resin. Then

Q. How can I destroy plant 
insects?

Q. How can I clean leathe:

WHAT'S A SNOWFLAKE? 

A snowflake-—being ice—-is a 
mineral with a chemical composi- 
tion of H20, and a hexagonal 
erystalline form like that of the 
gem stone beryl. : 

Snowflakes start as ice crystals, 


formed -— usually on a tiny par- 
ticle of dust-—when water vapor 
fa cooled below freezing. Sleet 


and hail, on the other hand, re- 
ault from the freezing of water 
droplets after condensation. 

Normally it takes about 10 
inches of snow to equal one inch 
of rain. ; 

Because of the air spaces be- 
tween fallen flakes, a heavy snow 
blanket has unusual insulating 
properties, and may keep the 
temperature of the ground close 
to freezing while the temperature 
above the snow is below zero.

Russians in Canada 
Mobilize For Victory 


Canada’s 35,000 citizens of 
Russian origin including 16,000 
Doukhobors most of whom reside 
in Western Canada have mobil- 
ized their total strength not only 
to help the land of their adoption 
win their war against the Axis 
powers but to ensure success for 
the forthcoming Victory 
Loan: Campaign. 

The Nationa! Executive of the 
Russian Committee maintains 28 
organizing and setretarial branch- 
es in Canada. Posters bearing 
Russian characters will, before the 
campaign: proper begins on Feb- 
ruary 16th, be distributed among 
those Russian communities. Cir. 
eulars in which Victory Loan lit- 
erature has been translated from 
English into Russian will soon be 
distributed to all those 35,000 
Russian Canadians. Russian lang- 
uage publications in Canada have 
undertaken to devote all the space 
required to publicize Canada’s war 
aims and Victory Loan objectives 
in the Russian language so that 
not a single Russian Canadian 
may be without full knowledge in 
both directions. 

This is the first time since Can- 
adian citizens of Russian origin 
became organized in Canada in 
their own interests that they have 
volunteered as a united group to 
aid a national cause of this kind. 


“We intend to give our whole 
strength to your campaign,” saia 
K. Okulewich, Organizing Secre- 
tary of the committee in a recent 
interview. “We want your Vic- 
tory Loan Campaign to be an 
overwhelming success. We intend 
to help by distributing literature 
to our people prepared by us In 
the Russian language. We intend 
to send our organizers and even 
canvassers. When the campaign 
proper begins we intend to have 
our people volunteer their services 
to local campaign committees to 
help in any way possible. We 
command the support of every 
Russian Canadian in this country 
and we are satisfied that every 
man — and woman —- associated 
with our organization will give 
his fullest support to this im- 
portant Victory Loan Campaign.”

Need Stressed F or 
High-Quality Seed 


A warning to seed producers in 
Canada to prepare to meet the de- 
mands from European countries 
for high-quality grain seed to re- 
plenish war-ruined stocks was 
issued recently by G. A. Scott, 
assistant plant pathologist, Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

Speaking at the annual meet- 
ing of the Revistered Seed Grow- 
ers’ Section of the Ontario Crop 
Improvement Association, at the 
King Edward Hote!, Toronto, Mr. 
Scott asserted that Canadian pro- 
ducers of healthy, high-quality 
seed were not now in a position 
to meet the demands that would 
undoubtedly be placed upon them 
after the war. He advised the 
seed growers to take every pos- 
sible step toward that goal. 

He told of experiments now be- 
ing made at each of the five main 
experimental farms in Canada to 
produce foundation seed that 
would be free of seed-born disease 
such as rust and smut.
